Claims 4-7 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-7 not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Her (U.S. 
Patent number 5,499,858). 

Her discloses an air pump (Figure 1 ), which is insertable into a saddle post (1 0) of a 
bicycle, having a cylinder (40), a piston having a piston rod (50), a handle (52), and an 
air outlet valve (22) movably connected to the cylinder (40), characterized in that a 
deformable element (31, 32, 33) is provided between cylinder (40) and air outlet valve 
(22), whose diameter may be enlarged by folding over the air outlet valve (22), so that 
the longitudinal axis (A) of the cylinder (40) and the longitudinal axis (a) of the air outlet 
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valve (22) at least largely run parallel (figure 3), the air pump being lockable (locking 
means 70) in the saddle post (10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Her (U.S. Patent number 5,499,858) in view of McBride (U.S. Patent number 
4,409,866). 

Her does not teach a tool removably connected to the air pump, particularly to the 
piston rod and/or the cylinder. McBride teaches a tool holder with a circular recess 18 
that can mount a tool. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to modify the air pump disclosed by Her in view of tool holder disclosed 
by McBride to provide a tool handle (Summary of invention).
